The net return realized from a ton 
of yard manure under general fam i­ 
ng conditions depends upon the soil, 
method 
cf 
cultivation 
and 
crops 
grow’n. 
The Ohio experiment station has ob­ 
tained an increase amounting to $4.60 
per ton from yard manure used at the 
rate of eight tons per acre in a five- 
year rotation of corn, oats, wheat, 
clover and timothy. 
Four tons being 
supplied to corn and four tons to 
wheat, this return being the average 
for the third five-year period, the av­ 
erage return from the yard manure 
used in all tests in which rotation is 
practiced has been $2.97 per ton for 
the whole time.

sea in their calculations, there are 
more than 140,000 income tax dodgers 
who have evaded tile internal revenue 
collector and failed to pay their share 
of the toll. 
According’ to figures made public 
last night by the secretary of the 
treasury, 3r»7,r»08 returns were made 
tinder the income tax law during the 
fiscal year just ended. 
The estimates 
on which congress did much of its 
work on the act gave a total of 425,- 
000 
taxable 
incomes. 
These esti­ 
mates did not include incomes be­ 
tween $3,000 and $4,000. 
According 
to last night’s statement, 70,426 re­ 
turns were made on incomes between 
these limits, so that the total discrep­ 
ancy between the estim ates and the 
incomes is 140,828. 
It was not expected at the time 
that these estim ates 
would 
prove 
correct, hut to have the actual returns 
fall so far below the estim ates has 
led to the belief that out of the 140,- 
OOo missing there must bo many de­ 
linquents. 
The internal revenue bu­ 
reau months ago announced that it 
had begun a campaign to detect the 
dodgers. 
This campaign 
has been 
pushed vigorously, and it was under­ 
stood last night that results might 
he forthcoming soon. 
There is little doubt that every ef­ 
fort will he made to catch up with 
violators, for as a revenue producer 
the law has fallen considerably below 
expectations, turning in about $28.- 
000,000 for the payable ten months of 
last year, instead of about $4 5 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
as had been expected. 
Not a single class of incomes lived 
up to the hopes of the estimators. In 
the $5,000 to $10,000 class, however, 
the discrepancy was the greatest, the 
estimates being 178,000 and the re­ 
turns 101,718. 
Incomes from $4,OTO 
to $5,000 were found to number 114,- 
484, while the estim ate was 126,000. 
The announcement showed that 44 
returns were made on incomes over 
$1,000,000, 
bl 
on 
incomes between 
$5 ii0 ,0 0 0 and $1,000,000, 222 on in­ 
comes between $250,000 and $500,000 
arni 1,241 on incomes between $100.- 
000 and $250,000. 
In 
no 
instance 
were these figures near the estimates, 
which put the $1,000,000 incomes at 
1 (so. tho next at 250. the next at 500 
md the $100,000 to $250,000 class at 
2,500. 
The lack of incomes between $10,- 
000 and $15,000 and between $15,000 
and $20,000 was shown by the fact 
that there were only 20.818 returns 
of the first class, with estimates of 
13,000, and 11,977 of the latter, with 
estim ates 
of 
24,500. 
Incomes be­ 
tween $20,000 and $25,000 were not 
tar wrong in the estimates, only about 
4,000 less than anticipated. 
Those 
between $25,000 and $50,000 actually 
returned were 11,144, while the es­ 
timate was 21,000. 
The remaining in­ 
comes, those between 
$50,000 
and 
$1 0 0,0 0 0 , were found to be 3,010, while 
the estim ate was 8,500. 
There were 0.082 married women 
who made separate returns; the to­ 
tal of all married persons making re­ 
turns was 278,835; the single men 
numbered 55,212 and the single wo­ 
men 23,551.

The church disapproved of his course 
When he continued to speak for the 
saloons with the title of minister there 
was another protest.

prevent water from standing Oro the 
traveled way, the road should be raised 
in the center and should slope gently 
into broad, shallow ditches. It is then 
said to have a crown. If it is ten feet 
from the center of the road to the side 
ditch, the surface at the side ditch 
should be at least ten inches lower than 
it Is at the center where the horses 
travel. The road then has a ten-inch 
crown. 
The rain that falls on a road 
properly crowned will run quickly to 
the side and not soak into the surface 
or form pools. 
The side ditches for 
surface water should run parallel to 
the right of way, and should be open 
at every low* point so that the water 
can run. out of them into neighboring 
brooks or streams. 
If the ditches 
merely collect the water from the road 
surface and it cannot run away, large 
pools wili be formed along the road­ 
side, which will gradually soak into 
the soil beneath the road and make it 
so soft that the wheels of wagons will 
cut through the road surface and soon 
destroy it. 
Sometimes water runs from land 
along the road into the road. and 
forms a little stream down the wheel 
tracks or in the middle, where the 
horses travel. 
When driveways into 
farm yards are built across the side 
ditches they frequently form channels 
for water from the farm yard to run 
into the road. The pipes under drive­ 
ways become filled with leaves or rub 
bish and the water can no longer run 
away. If the driveways that stop the 
ditch water were rebuilt so that no 
pipes w*ere necessary and the ditch 
could be left open, much trouble from 
surface water would be stopped. 
To keep a road smooth and crow ned 
the best method is to drag it with a 
road drag. A road drag is made easily 
with two halves of a log which has 
been split. 
The log should be about 
six or eight inches in thickness and 
about six or eight feet long. Th© two 
halves

They are then fastened 
together with braces set in holes bored 
through the log. A pair of horses may 
be used to drag the road, and are 
hitched to a chain fastened to the front 
half of the log. The road drag should 
move forward so that it slants across 
the road in such a way that a small 
amount of earth will slide past the 
smooth face of the log toward the cen­ 
ter of the road, thus forming the 
crown. 
The edges of the logs will 
smooth out the ruts. The best way to 
drag is to begin at the side ditch and 
go up one side of the road, and then 
down the other. In the next trip the 
drag should be started a little nearer 
the center, and the last trip over the 
road the drag may work close to the 
center itself. 
Small ridges of earth 
will be throw’n in the horse track and 
smeared by the round side of the log 
smoothly over the road. Smearing the 
earth by the drag is called "puddling," 
and it tends to make the surface of the 
road smooth and water tight after the 
sun comes out. 
The road is always 
dragged after It has rained, and not 
when it is dry. A good, strong pair of 
horses with a well-built drag can drag 
three or four miles of road in a day, 
and It is the best w*ay to maintain good 
roads. 
In every county some farmer 
along each four miles of road should 
own a drag and drag the road when It 
rains, and he would always find the 
road in good condition when he goes 
to market

Apples for winter use are usually 
stored iii an underground cellar or 
in an outdoor pit. If a cellar is used 
it must be well ventilated and kept 
from freezing. In the fall it is best 
to open the ventilators at night and 
close them during the warmer days. 
Trap all water drains to prevent the 
loss of cold air. If the outdoor pit is 
used, heap up the apples on the sur­ 
face of the ground on a well drained 
spot and cover with straw. As cold 
weather approaches* put a thin layer 
of earth over the straw. Later thick­ 
en the covering of earth so as to pre­ 
sent freezing. 
For the hest keeping qualities ap­ 
ples should he picked 
as 
soon as 
they are well 
colored 
and before 
they are over ripe. However, if pick­ 
ed too 
green 
they 
will 
shrivel, 
while if allowed to become too ripe 
they will become 
dry 
and 
mealy. 
Avoid all bruises 
in 
picking 
and 
s»ore only those fruits

Tight packages should not he used 
in the underground cellar. Best re­ 
sults are often obtained by use of 
open bins.

In filling the barrel it 
should be rocked and shaken from 
time to time so the fruit will not work 
loose after barreling. 
Apples should be bandied In the 
shade so far as possible before and 
after barreling and shopped or gotten 
into storage promptly to keep cool.

“We all know' that this lobby had 
been so powerful, or rather that the 
interests that this lobby represented 
had been so powerful, that in times 
gone by it had w ritten the very sched­ 
ule of the tariff law, some of the very 
schedules of the tariff law itself; yea, 
they had fixed their rates of taxation 
that was to be laid upon the backs 
of the people.” 
He touched strongly on the curren­ 
cy measure and stated that it was 
the greatest constructive legislation 
for over fifty' years: 
that 
it 
had 
robbed the select coterie of financial 
autocrats of New' York of the power 
of controling the credits of the coun­ 
try and at their will producing great 
panics, and had placed the control of 
the money of the country into the 
hands of the people, making it easy 
for all men entitled to credit for the 
conduct of legitimate business to ob­ 
tain it and making it absolutely im­ 
possible for any men or set of men 
to create a money panic in future. 
Burleson referred strongly to the 
watchful waiting policy of the presi­ 
dent, reviled in house and senate by 
republican m embers and caricatured 
and condemned 
by 
the 
republican 
press. 
He praised Wilson for refusing to 
plunge the country into a war with 
Mexico at the l>ehest of selfish finan­ 
ciers, who would exploit the youth of 
the land in enhancing their land do­ 
mains 
and 
other 
concessions they 
owned in the sister republic. 
He pointed out that although this 
policy had been condemned by par­ 
tisans, yet today it has resulted in 
the United States 
being 
the 
only 
great country in the world not now 
plunged in bloody war, and that this 
policy had resulted in bringing to this 
republic the admiration and respect 
of all thinking men of the universe 
Closing General Burleson admon­ 
ished his hearers to show', by their 
action on November 3, in voting for 
Wiliam J. Stone for United States 
senator and the democratic nominee 
for congress, that they put partisan­ 
ship aside and cast their ballot for 
the honor and integrity of their coun­ 
try.

he 
reviewed 
the 


achievements of his administration, 


outlined the program for the next ses­ 
sion of congress, and declared “the 
democratic party is now in fact tho 
only instrument ready to the coun­ 
try ’s hand by which anything can he 
accomplished.” 
The president wrote the letter as 
an endorsement 
of 
all 
democratic 
members 
of 
congress 
in 
lieu 
of 
speeches he said he would like to 
make in every congressional district. 
He predicted victory for his party in 
the elections because “every thought­ 
ful man sees that a change of parties 
just now' would set the clock back, 
not forward.” and because “a practi­ 
cal nation is not likely to reject such 
a team, full of the spirit of public 
service, and substitute, in the midst 
of great tasks, either a party upon 
which a deep demoralization lias fall­ 
en, or a party which has not grown 
to a stature that would warrant its 
assuming the responsible burdens of 
state.” 
The legislative program begun dur­ 
ing the present congress 
was 
de­ 
clared by the president to have been 
begun “to destroy private control and 
set business free.” 
He said that the 
people of the country had been served 
by this congress as “they have never 
been served before.” 
Outlining the work already accom­ 
plished, Mr, Wilson 
mentioned 
the 
reform of the tariff, the passage of 
the new' currency bill, the anti-trust 
bills, and the handling 
of 
foreign 
problems. 
Ile said he 
doubted 
if 
“there has ever been a finer exhibi­ 
tion of teamwork or of unhesitating 
devotion to the fulfillment of party 
pledges.” 
Praising the new' tariff 
bill, 
the 
president asserted that “private con­ 
trol had shown its sinister face on 
every hand in America, had shown it 
for a long time, and sometimes very 
brazenly in the trusts and in the vir­ 
tual domination of credit by small 
groups of men.” 
He said that high 
prices did not spring directly from 
the tariff, but out of the suporession 
of competition which flourished more 
easily under the protection of a high 
tariff. 
He declared that 
the 
panic 
which opponents of the new bill pre­ 
dicted had not come, and that despite 
the European war there had been suf­ 
ficient time to prove tile success of 
the act. 
The trade commission bill and the 
Clayton a n titru st bill were spoken 
of as designed “to make men in a 
small way of business as free to suc­ 
ceed as men in a big way, and to kill 
monopoly in the seed.” He added that 
“monopolies are built lip by unfair 
mehods of competition” which would 
be eliminated by the new legislation. 
“Monopoly is to he cut off at the 
roots,” he declared. 
“If our party were to be called up­ 
on to name the particular point of 
principle in which it differs from its 
opponents most sharply and in which 
it feels itself most definitely sustained 
by experience,” continued the presi­ 
dent, “we should no doubt say that 
it was this: That we would have no 
dealings with monopoly, but reject it 
altogether: while our opponents were 
ready to adopt it into the realm of 
the law', and seek merely to »egulate 
it and moderate it in its operation, it 
is our purpose to destroy monopoly 
and maintain competition as the only 
effectual instrum ent of business lib­ 
erty. 
Justice has been done the laborer, 
declared the president, and his labor 
is no longer to he treated as if it 
“were merely an inanimate object of 
commerce disconnected from the for­ 
tunes and happiness of a living hu­ 
man being, to he dealt with as an 
object of sale and barter.” 
Of the currency bill. Mr. Wilson 
said, “we have created a democracy 
of credit such as has n e \e r existed 
in his c o u n try before. 
He declared 
that “credit is now* at the disposal of 
every man who can show energy and 
assets.” and because control of the 
system rested with the government 
said “it is self-government as well as 


democracy.”
